Late Southern News, 

The late defeat at Mill Spring is the princi- 
pal topie of discussion with the Southern 
press, They universally admit that they had 
in the field about 6,000 men, while they give 
the number of Federal troops at ‘20,000 in 
an entrenched camp."’ They forget to say 
that the entrenched camp was Zollivoffer’s 
own “den.” Since this battle Gen. George 
B. Crittenden has fallen into disfavor in Dixie. 
It is charged that he was drunk, and further 
thet he “sold ont for 47,000." The Nasb- 
villo papers are particularly severe upon him, 
and say thata court martial isto try his case. It 
is asserted that he ordered the retreat beyond 
the Cumberland, and that when the officers 
gathered for copsultation he rode hastily to 
Monticello, where, on the arrival of the 
troops, be was found dead drank tn bed at the 
Houston Hotel. The NashVille Gazette sums 
up Crittenden as tollows : 

‘We shall fecl some Uttle astonishment if 
this investigation does not also connect with 
Crittenden’s crime of drunkenness the 
pete sins of treason, treachery and coward- 
ce. The first revolution had an Arnold—the 
second revolution may likewise have one. Be 
that, however, as it may, for the sake of hu- 
menity and the sueecss of this st for 
national independence, we earnestly hope 
that no more be sotted inebriates, such as 
Crittenden is represented to be, may be ap- 
pointed or elected to high positions in the 
armies of the South. 

The Bowling Green Courier, io its notes of 
the Mill Spring defeat, “ kifs”’ Zollicoffer ia 
the following high tragedy manner : 

Gen. Zollicoffer advanced to within a short 
distance of an Ohio regiment, which had taken 
a position at a poimt unknown to him, aod 
which he sapposed to be one of his owa rew- 
ments. The first intimation he had of his 
dangerous position was received when it was 
too late. ** There's old Zollicoffer,”’ cried cut 
several of the regimeut in frout of him. “Kill 
him and in on their pieces were lev- 
eled at his person. At that moment Henry M. 
Four, aid to Gen. Zollicoffer, drew bis revol- 
ver, and fired, killing the person who first re- 
cocnized Gen. Z. With the most perfect caul- 
ness, Gen. Z. approached to the Bead of the 
enemy, and, drawing bis sabre cut the head of 
the Lineo!n Colone! from hic shoulders. As 
soon as this was dune, twenty bullets pierced 
the bedy of oar callant leader and Gen. Zolll- 
coffer fell from his Loree a mangled curpse.

number of paper money makers, and the 
- probable issue by the Government of two 
hundred and fifty millions of Treasury 
notes, will, added to the currency furnished 
the country by the banks, produce the re- 
sults which ail patricts and wise financiers 
must deprecate. ; 

. The problem presented then, is this: 
The issue of Treasury notes being a fixed 
fact, the necessity of which is undeniable, 
how shall we make room for them’ how 
get rid of the bank notes that are already 


in ¢he field, and thus avoid the disasters. 


which this double issue of paper will be 
sure to entail? This problem, which lies at 
the very basis of the matter, must ve solved 
by wise legislation now or we hazard the con- 
sequences of the ruin which inattention to 
it wiil precipitate not only upon the coun- 
iry. but upon the Union cause. But it has 
as yet attracted no attention. The danger 
is imminent, and the threatened conse 
quences are appalling; but none seem to 
heed the on. or the other. Congress is 
divided into two parties. One party 
demands that the proposed noies, to- 
gether with the fifty millions now afloat, 
shall take their chances with the paper of 
the banks and seek a market where they 
car find it. The other contends that they 
Bhould be made a “legal tender,” and thus 
be vested with all the guaranties of redemp- 
tion that the Government can give them. 
But nota word of the primary question; 
sbd so the gab goes on, and the 
guli which yawns beneath all the interests 
of the country which may be affected by 
thie prospective flood is unobserved. 

Time is precious, if we may believe Mr. 
Chase. Creditors, we know, are clamor- 
cus and importunate. The necessities of 
the army are many, and not easily sup- 
plied. But we pray Cangress to stop, and 
before the law is passed which will renew 
the power of speculators, stimulate our for- 
eign imports and cut off exportations, rob 
the country of its coin and builion, increase 
the cost of the war threefold, entail 
a debt of enormous proportions upon the 
industry and property of the country, and 
pend bankruptcy into every hamlet in 
the Republic, examine the work which 
they propose todo. Senators and Repre- 
sentatives will see, ifthey are wise, that the 
measure which we propose—a tax on bank 
paper which shall compel ite gradual re- 
tirement, se as to make room for the cur- 
rency which the Government must issae— 
is that which will guaranty safety. Thatit 
is which first demands atiention, and that 
once levied, the questions which now agi- 
tate the House become immaterial and un- 
consequential We appeal tothe Repre- 
sentatives of the West—will they not see to 
it that this measure is proposed,? 


MAX SLAVES FIGHT FOR THE 

We have never seen the affirmative of 
this question so clearly stated as in the 
speech of Hon. A. G. Rivpie, of Ohio, be- 
fore the House of Representatives, last 
week. He shows conclusively that Con- 
gress, as the law-making power of the na- 
tion, has ample authority under the Consti- 
tution ‘to. enroll fevery slave fit to bear 
arms, in the service of the Government, 
. end employ them to put down domestic in- 
surrection, repelfforeign invasion, or aid the 
National Government in any other way 
thet may require military assistance, pre- 
cisely as other classes of “persons,” not 
aliens, may be obliged to render military 
pervice. We think that the arguments and 
conclusions of Mr. RippLz are unanswer- 
able, at least there is no man in Congress 
who can successfully rebut them. 

It is no answer to alledge there éxists no 
military necessity for enrolling the slaves 
in defense of the Union ; that is not the 
point at issue. Mr. Riddle does ‘not assert 
or deny that euch necessity has yet arisen ; 
but the point he. makes so successfully is, 
that Congress can constitutionally author- 
ize the enrolling and organizing of colored 
persons, bond or free, as part of the militia 
of the nation. He conclusively shows that 
the same power that can oblige the father 
to give up his minor son or the master his 
apprentice to military service, can also take 

of the “person held to service or 
labor" by the “laws of a State,” and 
make « soldier of him. No matter about his 
complexion or his descent; no matter 


whether he is of pure African blood, or half 


American ; or whether his master be

It is stated that the Liverpool Shipowners’

The London correspondent of The Manches- 
ter Guardian says: “It is no secret that the 
South has its active and intelligent agents in 
London, a8 well as its ‘ officiously’ recoguized 
envoys, and that they are straining every nerve 
to force the Government into some action or 
policy that will tend to alienate England fur- 
ther from the North and bring her into closer 
relations with the South.””

render the mase of their subjeets to our sov- 
erelgaty, they put in these slaves, not as 
tlayes, but as persons; so that, while to them 
(the former sovereigns) they remain slaves 
they are to us subjects, and by the consent 
their masters. If a State can by disabilities 
withdraw one clase of persons within its 
borders from our jurisdiction, it may another, 
and all others, which ts absard, i am not 
bere contending for power on our part to 
abolish slavery, or apy other relation or instl- 
tution established by the States. Iam only 
contending for the right of Uw sovereign par- 
anwunl to control he persons of all his auhjects 
alike, in the presence of which right all the 
privilcces and disabilities imparted by iuferior 
ower are abrogated, of course, And I here 
assert that this right extends all persons nat 
aliens, the subjects of forcign Powers. 

Not only on general principles does this 
power result to us, from the relations of suv- 
ereign and eubject, but the Constitution, ta 
specific terms, confers =» power fora given 
purpose, under which we can legislat 
“persons owing service’ in a manner 
wholly inconsistent with the supposed rights 
of the master or parent.

An Important Strategical Plan. 
[From the New York Times. ] 

An eminent military authority of this coun- 
try, has recently prepared some car: fully con- 
sidered strategical views of the cam valgn 
which bave been laid before members of Con: 
gress, and, we believe, also before the War De. 
partment. This gentleman, in opposition to 
the reecived opinion, takes the vround, not 
only that no “ advance from Washin on” is 
intended, but that none ought to Sdamine 
if it were practicable. The only result, he 
states, of Gen. McClellan's forcing the rebels 
from their entrenchments, would be the occu- 
pation of Richmond—a barren and animpor- 
tant trinmph—and the retreat of the con- 
federate forces by various roads to the South 
and Southwest; they, at the same time 
destroying bridges ‘and railroads behind 
them and sweeping the country clear of 
one and supplies. All that the Sonth 
would lose by the retreat would be the 
ground of Virginia, while our armies could 
not pursue the retreating enemy. Their mili- 
tary power would be unimpaired, and they 
could soon collect anew army from the heart 
of their territery, Washington, therefore, he 
considers the worst feasible base of militar 
operations against the South.
